TWENTY - TWO - 
YEAR - OLD Mar- 
garet Watkins* future 
was tragically and sud- 
denly changed on a late 
February afternoon eight 
years ago. 

The change needed no 
derision from Margaret, no 
deliberation It came ;il>nui 
in a few second* — the time 
it takes for a car To skid 
on a curve, leave the road, 
and overturn into a guUey. 

The decisions, the deliber- 
ations faced her as she lay 
in the acute ward of the 
Spinal Injuria Centre ai ihe 
Austin Hospital, Melbourne, 
paralysed from the chest 
down, and knowing that 
never again would she be 
ante to walk. 

Margaret had two won- 
derful asset* in her new life. 
A warm, close-knit fainilv— 
her father was an aero- 
nautical engineer, h fl r 
mother an artist, gay, care- 
free, who successfully com- 
bined discipline and freedom 
— and a devoted fiance who 
at no time even considered 
canrelling their welding 
plans. 

The remarkable atoiv of 
how Marina ret, confined co 
a wheelchair, overcame her 
disability by her essentially 
practical and enthmia.Ht 
attitude to life, how she re- 
habilitated herself to marry 
within nine months uf the 
accident, and gave hirth to 
the first of three children 12 
months bter is mid in the 
book "Mermaid on Wheel*. 1 ' 

It was written by Jim* 
Fipnein, a clone friflnd of 
Margaret and her family, as 
a tribute to the i ouragemis 
girl— and in the hope that 
other disahled people will 
draw encouragement from 
a true jftory nf heroism.

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Not erery child can be top of the clou, but every child should 
hove the opportunity to develop his talent* to the fall. Maet parents 
am concerned with their children'* progress at school. They often 
would like to help, but are not sure haw to go about it. Sometimes 
they go about helping in entirely the wrong way and do more harm 
than good . . . but we patents CAN do a great deal toward helping 
our children lead a men productive school life. 



How you can help 



TrviFI')nr r I,TlES with schoolwork are not 
always caused by low inte! licence. Two of 
the most formidable barriers to effective leaning 
are a poor attitude to school and emotional 
disturbance. 

Let us look first at the problem of attitude. Unfortu- 
nalely, thrrr is a tradition of ami -intellrt mutism in Aus- 
tralia, and this is passed on to the children. 

A child will never succeed if T hastrally, he does nor 
think education is important, and the tw.tr leaching 
methods arc darned to failure if the child has a 
"couldn't care less" attitude to learning. 

Parents most let the child know that they consider 
Learning to )jc important, and teacher* worthy of respect. 

Ask your child how he scores in ho; weekly tests. When 
his score improves, have some little reward for him. 
When il plunges, stand by widi some cheerful encourage- 
ment: "Never mind, iry haidt-r next week." 

The child who is cmntkmally disturbed cannot learn 
effectively, cither. There are two way* you can help. 

First, maintain a happy hcrrne atmosphere where The 
child can find arTeeitnn,, interest, and support. Dun't 
involve your child in coin ronflirrs and worries. He can- 
not concentrate oo his work if he is brooding over 
domestic probiems. 

Second, make sure the child Goes off to school clean, 
tul). and well equipped. It is tremendously important 
to Ike accepted by lite other children — and odier 
rhildren can he very cruel, 

A teacher may be told: "/ don't wan! to sit next to 
her. She's got dirty hair/' Or "Re wears awful ctothes." 
(An unadorned uniform IS best.) 

Tind out what school equipment they need. A child 
always having; 10 borrow .1 
pencil or ruler is not popular, 

Often these tittle children 
he m me social outcasts at 
school They rarely work to 
their fullest potential, and 
lead a pretty 'miserable,, 
lonely life. 

Homework is a problem. 
Teachers complain thai 

either the parent* do the child's work for hiirr or that 
the child tine* nothing at home. 

Roth these extremes, of course, ran br avoided. Sri 
aside a definite period for homework, in a nxfttt as free 
of tioj*e and distraction as possible. Young mildren need 
jsoiue supervision. Make a point of helping with spelling 
lists, basic tables, and other facts to he harm 

Don't Lit erf ere with his written work, apart from 
ensuring ihat it is neatly done. Ha child is unable 
to rupe" with work, make a note of it for ihe teacher, 
such as: "johnny was having difficulty with thii sum" 
(or senience, or whatever). 

The older child can work more independently, hut 
it is still a good idea to find out haw much homework 
has been given, and see that enough lime is spent on it. 

SPEIJL1N(i: You can give specific help 31 every atje. 
Poor spelling will piare your child at a disadvantage in 
almost every sehool subject, hut if you ate prepared 
to take an active interest you will find he malic.* a 
gradual lint definite improvement 

Let us look at why a child has difficulties with spellings 
1 hen see how you can help. Some reasons for failure are: 

1 . Emotional disturbance. 

2. Poor altitude. 

3 Poor language development, 

4. Defective speech. 

5 Poor reading ability. 

6w Poor visual recall. 

7. Lack of auditory analytic dills.

You won't stand a chance of answering every question 
he fires at you^ but you can help him lu find nuL Go to 
the local library, or write to the museum for information. 
Encourage him to observe the world around him with 
wonder. You'll find his enthusiasm catching! 

ART: Your child may or may not be particularly 
gifted at art, but with stimulation he will improve. Spare 
the time when he if little to set out some drawing or 
painting materials for him, [Butcher's paper, even news- 
paper, will do.) Hang colorful prints in his room. Think 
about suliscrthing to an art magazine, and take him 
round an rahibi lions. You may discover a new interest 
yourself! 

MUSIC: Again, as with art, it doesn't really matter 
whether a child I* talented or not. Start building a record 
collection of a variety of the different forms of musk. 
If you arc unretiain. ask the teacher's advice. 

Ai he geis older, talc him lo concerts — fulk f jaja, 
orchestral^ »r musical comedy. Make the effort. You may 
find it mnre fun than silling at home watching television. 

If you can summon up the energy to share your child's 
interests, ymr will find your family life will become 
more meaningful, and you will grow closer together a* 
your children grow older.

F>R many years the food-fancier's 
idea of New Zealand was of a 
country whose people^ descendants of 
Britons, bad inherited a tradition of 
"good plain English cooking/ 1 with 
dishes like comcd beef and cabbage, 
stewed chops, roast beef and York- 
shire rjudding. 

Today, New Zealand, ooe of the world's 
top food-cxpxjrting nations, in a land for 
gourmets. 

Migrants from Europe haw helped to 
shape the change, but the basis ha* been 
in the food itself — produce as diverse as 
1 ^c many regions it conies from. 

Admirably projecting this image overseas 
are the inviting menus of Air New Zealand, 
the country's international airline. 

A down different cheese* from Taraftaki 
province, in I lie North Ishincl. oysters from 
the far south, lamb from Canterbury 
province; fhe*c roods frurn c'^nTm sling 
regions arc just a few from lhc airliners 
larder. 

Air New Zealand even had a Law changed 
to enable it to become probably the only 
airline- serving breast of pheasant to all it* 
pasAengers, both first and economy das, 

To preserve pheasant. \' amateur status a_i 
game, New Zealanders have long hern for- 
bidden to breed them for the table. Hut 
recently the Government amended the 
regulations to allow game farms to breed 
them for Air New Zealand, 

So passengers can now oat breast of 
pheasant when their plane is outside New 
Zealand 

Thi< dish on the airline's menus account «t 
for anout 6000 corn-fed pheasants a year. 
The flesh, incidentally, Ls superior in the 
ordinary game pheasanL 

To Use airline's flight kitchen at Auckland 
airport, nayfish are ftnwn alive hy am- 
phibian aircraft from ihe flay of Islands. 

One of the more olT-bear delicacies 
recently introduced b smoked rrl. 

These are silver cel* t caught from the 
crysial-clrar streams around Ngaruawahta, 
the seat of the Maori "royal family" and 
(he prevent Queen Te Ata. A Dutch-bum 
businessman catches the eels by an rlectronir 
device and processes them in his smoke* 
house for the seafood export tradn 



Soups on the airlines menus include 
bisque dt toheroa, made from the *liHlnVh 
Which is found on just a Jew beaches and 
carefully proiecicd by law. 

Roast lamb and green peas, for many 
years almost as traditional for New 
Zealand's Christmas dinners as turkey is 
in Britain, has been a long-established main 
cnurse on Air New Zealand menus. 

The prime export-quality |aml> toe airline 
use* in several of its meat dishes comes 
from the windswept Canterbury Plains, 
which stretch For more than 100 miles Under 
the Southern Alps. 

On ihe far side of the Alps, in Weatland 
province, are the bushclad slopes where 
venison is obtained, another main course* 

But the airline 1 ! menus cover a wider 
gourmet horizon than New Zealand alone. 
Its route network covers the whnle of Poly- 
nesia, so its, not surprising to find some 
Polynesian dishes on the menu* loo. 

One of these is roast sucking pig, 
Hawaiian-style, garnished with pineapple, 
cherries, stuffed olives^ and tomatoes, a 
papular "food spectacular" from the restaur- 
ants of Hawaii, — Special reporter. 

Let's not be formal 

rlAVEL formalities between Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have been 
further simplified in the past few years. 

Australian citizens and British subjects of 
European origin living in Australia need no 
passport* visa, or entry permit. Naturalised 
Australians are asked to show proof of 
naturalisation. 

Only an oral Customs declaration is 
required from incoming air passengers, and 
this may eventually be the case at N\Z. 
sea terminals as well. 

Visitors are charged no duty on personal 
effect*, and before the flight either way (or 
on the ship) can buy a variety of goods at a 
duty-free store — for instance, a ram era — 
lmt never for resale, of OKine. Rule* differ 
a little at each end: New Zealand admits 
one bottle of spirits duty-free, Australia 
three 

New Zealand strictly bars any signinrant 
drain of its currency, so make sure you 
change your money back to Ausiralum 
l*efrjre leaving. Do this at the airport or 
wharf or, iT irs a large amount, at a city 
bank.

Rice, the traditional accompaniment to curry, can also be 
used in many other dishes.

Add a good squeeze of lemon juice, to 
the race when cooking; this will whiten and 
flavor the grainy.

Boiled or steamed rire can have many 
flavorful additions Lightly forked ih rough, 
such as finely chopped chives, parsley, or 
mint; grated carrot with finely chopped 
shallots; raisins, toasted halved or slivered 
almond*; diced, cooked vegetables; 
chopped hard-boiled eggs. The choice is 
as wide as the imaginative cook cures to

Rice triples, itself during cooking;. 1 cup 
of uncooked rice will swell to 3 cups 




when it is cooked. Allow approximately $ 
rup cooked rice for each main-di^h serv* 
ing. In other worth, lib. of rice, when 
tooted, will give 8 to 10 aerving*. 

How to reheat rice 

To save tune in meal prnpa ration, a 
quantity of rice can be rooked in advance. 
When coot, store in plastic bag or covered 
IhjwI in refrigerator* It's easy to reheat 
by any of the foil owing methods: 

Indian Method: Fill a large saucepan 
half full with water, bring ro rapid boil- 
Add boiled rice, stir, leave in waicr not 
more than 4 seconds. Drain at once. 

To Reheal with Steam: PI are rooked 
rice in colander, ntand over saucepan of 
simmering water. Cover colander with 
lid, steam until rice is heated through, 

ArK'thet ntejhod of teaming rocked rice 
Is to pour just enough water into a sauce- 
pan to cover the base of pan. When boil- 
ing, add rice, cover, steam 5 minute* or 
uniil water is absorbed and rice i? hot. 
The size of saucepan will depend on the 
amount of rice to be reheated; nse a Luge 
AAutcpan for a large amount of rice, so the 
m earn can pcneirtfie the grains. 

To Reheat m Oven: Spread rice In a 
shallow ovenproof dish, sprinkle with a 
little water or milk, dot with huttcr. 
t'ovrr the dish with lid or aluminium foil. 
Ware in moderate oven louii heated 
through. 

To Reheat in Trypan: Mr] r Iktle 
burier in fry pan, add the rice; stir with 
fork until heated through.

Lift a few grains from the pan with a 
fork and bite into the grain- 

When cooked to your liking, drain at 
once in colander. 

STEAMED "PEARLY" RICE 

Put rice into saucepan (this applies 
to any amount of rice), add water to come 
I in. above level of rice. Add salt to 
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flavor. Bring water rapidly to the boil, 
then cover tightly, reduce heat to lowest 
simmer, cook further 20 minutes. 

For a firmer gram, many cooks prefer 
to simmer the rire 15 minutes only; then 
remove from heat, let stand — still tightly 
covered — for 5 to 10 minutes. 

OVEN- STEAM ED RICE 

Place \\h. rice into casserole dish, 
sprinkle lightly wim salt.
